Sir,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  Services  of  the  town  for  the  year 
1944.  The  report  is  much  curtailed  in  accordance  with  the 
Instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  consists  chiefly  of 
Tables  and  Statistics  and  records  of  work  carried  out  by  the 
Department  during  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  unstable  and  atypical  population  reliable 
population  figures  for  the  birth  and  death  rates  cannot  be 
presented.  The  figures  of  18,5  and  18.7  for  birth  and  death 
rates  approximate  more  to  the  normal. 

One  woman  died  as  a  result  of  child  birth.  Four  Municipal 
Midwives  were  available  in  the  town  and  in  addition  two  registered 
nursing  homes  admitted  cases.  Maternity  Homes  in  reception  areas 
were  available  for  mothers  who  wished  to  go  there.  Complicated 
cases  were  admitted  oither  to  Margate,  Ramsgate  or  Pembury 
Hospitals.  The  appropriate  service  therefore  was  available  for 
patients  at  all  times. 

Illegitimate  births  showed  an  increase  on  the  provious  years ' 
figures.  The  Council  has  agreed  to  assist  unmarried  mothers  before 
and  during  their  confinement  by  contributing  to  their  maintenance 
in  Homes  provided  by  various  Moral  Welfare  Associations  and  by 
helping  them  to  find  suitable  employment  where  they  can  themselves 
havo  the  care  of  their  babies.

The  Infant  Welfare  Centres  gave  all  the  usual  sorviccs  for 
mothers  and  children*  Tho  post-natal  clinic  was  restarted  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Tho  dental  scheme  for  pregnant  and  nursing  mothers  operated 
throughout  the  year.  The  total  attendances  of  mothers  for  treatment 
was  247,  and  38  women  wore  providod  with  dentures. 

Children  under  school  age  requiring  orthopaedic  treatment 
wero  roferrod  to  tho  Orthopaedic  Department  of  the  Kent  &  Canterbury 
Hospital.  The  Orthopaedic  Clinic  in  Margate  will  be  ro-opened  a3 
soon  as  staff  difficulties  permit. 

There  was  little  infectious  disease  during  tho  year.  Only 
6  scarlet  fever  and  2  diptheria  were  notified.  The  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  were  mild  In  character;  neither  of  the  diphtheria  cases  had 
beon  immunised  and  one  died.  Woll  over  90$  of  tho  child  population 
have  been  immunised  against  Diphtheria. 

Tuberculosis  again  showed  an  increase  of  cases.  This  confirms 
tho  experience  of  tho  last  war  that  war-time  conditions  induce  a 
spread  of  this  disoaso.  The  Departments  concerned  are  fully  alive 
to  this  fact  and  all  possible  measures  ore  taken  to  prevent  tho 
sprood  of  infection  by  affoctod  persons  and  to  ensure  their  living 

in  hygienic  surroundings#

The  most  urgent  problom  which  roquiros  consideration  at  the 
present  time  is  Housing  and  the  Housing  Committee  dealt  with  this 
after  reports  from  tho  Borough  Survoyor  and  myself  had  been  submitted 
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to  thorn#  There  aro  some  400  houses  In  the  Borough  which  should 
be  demolished  and  plans  for  replEDing  those  have  boon  considered 
by  the  Housing  Committoo  and  the  necessary  action  is  being  taken 
to  acquire  sites  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  whero  the  houses  aro 
most  needed,  which  at  present  aro  occupied  mostly  by  derelict 
buildings,  and  vacant  plots#  Spocial  consideration  will  bo 
givon  to  the  provision  of  small  homos  for  aged  persons# 

Tho  Meteorological  Station  was  maintained  in  operation  to 
a  limited  extent  and  a  short  report  on  tho  year  is  includod. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  various  Committees  for  their  continued  support 
and  acknowledge  with  gratitude  tho  good  and  loyal  work  of  my 
3taff  in  these  difficult  days.

METEOROLOGICAL  REPORT  COMPILED  BY 
J*  £*  TURNER  Capt.R. A, (R) 


The  outstanding  features  for  1944  were,  the  dryness  of  the 
early  part  of  the  year  and  the  excessive  rainfall  of  the  autumn. 

More  than  half  the  total  rainfall  for  the  year  fell  in  the  months 
of  September  to  November.  March  was  very  dry  with  only  0.20  inches. 
October  was  the  wettest  month  with  5.69  inches.  Rainfall  amounted  to 
21.11  inches  for  the  year  being  81#  of  the  average. 

An  unusual  feature  was  the  frost  on  May  9th  when  the  ground 
temperature  fell  to  29  degrees  and  growing  crops,  especially  fruit, 
suffered  severe  damage. 

Thunderstorms  were  infrequent,  1  in  May  and  June  and  3  in 
August  and  2  in  October.  No  severe  gales  were  experienced  but  there 
were  4  gales  in  November  and  1  each  in  January,  September  and  December. 

Sunshine  was  again  slightly  below  normal  with  a  percentage  of 
average  of  96.  May  was  again  the  sunniest  month  with  275  hours  and 
December  the  lowest  with  51.7  hours.  The  total  for  the  year  was  1686*9 
hours,  only  65  days  In  the  year  being  sunless. 

Temperatures  wore  slightly  above  normal  but  no  very  high  readings 
were  recorded,  August  was  the  warmest  month  and  February  the  coldest, 

A  reading  above  80  degroes  was  only  recorded  on  3  days. 

Ground  frosts  were  rather  more  frequent,  being  noted  on  25  nights, 
The  lowest  screen  recording  was  on  December  26th  when  the  mimirmim 
tomporature  fell  to  26  degroes,  the  ground  temperature  on  the  same  date 
falling  to  24  degrees. 

No  heavy  falls  of  snow  were  recorded.  Slight  falls  on  5  days  in 
February  and  1  day  in  November*  On  only  ono  occasion  was  "snow  lying 
at  observation  hour"  recorded* 

Winds  were  variable,  N,NE  or  E  occurring  on  117  days  and  S,SW  or 
m  on  1*75  days. 

Weekly  rainfall  reports  have  boon  supplied  to  the  Borough  Surveyor 
during  the  year  and  weekly  and  monthly  reports  have  boon  furnished  to 
the  Meteorological  Office  of  the  Air  Ministry. 

The  Weather  Kiosk  has  not  been  replaced  and  tho  Station  is  in  a 
i .  very  dilapidated  condition.  As  tho  Meteorological  Office  are  again 
r  evincing  an  interest  in  the  lay-out  it  is  hoped  that  s,coe  effort  will 
be  made  to  renedy  this  condition.  Tho  absence  of  a  Kiosk  also 
prohibits  any  publicity  which  Is  tho  main  ob^ct  of  the  Station. 
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
